SPARKS EROM MARK: 

Last week I mentioned how important 
it is for us to clear our calendars so that we may 
enter fully into Holy week, with out distractions 
and other commitments. The "Three Days of 
Triduum", Holy Thursday, Good Friday and the 
Great Easter Vigil are the high point of our 
liturgical year. It does not get any better than 
this my friends. Theses "Three Days" are at the 
heart of who we are as Catholics for they draw 
us into the depths of the Christian mystery, the 
life, death and resurrection of Christ. 

The General Norms for the Liturgical 
Year and the Calendar puts it simply: "The 
Easter Triduum begins with the evening Mass 
of the Lord's Supper, reaches it high point in the 
Easter Vigil and closes with Evening prayer on 
Easter Sunday" (#19). Therefore, there is one 
ritual here; it has a beginning, a climax and a 
conclusion. As I mentioned last week at our 
liturgies that it is hard for us to celebrate Good 
Friday without having been to the Lord's Supper 
first. 

The introductory rite for Holy 
Thursday liturgy begins by quoting Galatians 
6.14 "We should glory in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, for he is our salvation, our life, and 
our resurrection; through him we are saved and 
made free". 

Part of our opening procession on 
Holy Thursday will be to process in the oils that 
were blessed by our Bishop at the Chrism Mass 
that will be used to heal the sick, anoint those 
preparing for baptism, anoint infants after 


baptism, anoint those receiving the gifts of the 
Holy Spirit at Confirmation, anoint priests and 
bishops, and to anoint altars and churches at the 
time of their dedication. 

After listening to the scriptures during 
the Liturgy of the Word, we do something 
strange: We wash feet. Some of us go down on 
our knees with pictures of water, basins and 
towels. Jesus gave us this image of what the 
church is supposed to look like, feel like, and 
act like. This is not a dramatization, we are not 
play acting here but taking our discipleship in 
Christ, seriously. We are called to be servants of 
all therefore willing to not only to have our feet 
wash but wash others. Origen talks about 
washing feet, that it is really about the 
companionship of Christ that connects us to the 
cross and baptism. 

After the celebration of the Eucharist, 
we will process with the Eucharist to the 
gathering area where there will be time for 
adoration, followed by night prayer. The church 
reminds us at this point that the whole church 
throughout the world has entered the Pasch 
calling us to fast, pray and to keep watch. 

In the gathering area, there is a sign 
up for those who wish to be part of adoration.

Lord, sometime you fill me with a feeling quite 
unlike my normal state. This gives me an 
inward sense of delight, which if it were to 
reach fulfillment in me it would be something 
entirely different from my present life. But my 
heavy burden of distress drags me back. I am 
sucked back to my habits and find myself held 
fast; I weep greatly but I am firmly held. The 
load of habit is something to be reckoned with.

If a soul is seeking God, its Beloved is seeking 
it still more.
